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Preface 


Passion  Week  and  Easter  Sunday 

The  week  that  begins  with  the  Osana  Sunday  is  called  the 
“Passion  Week”  or  the  “Great  Week”.  It  is  called  the  “Great 
Week”  as  the  most  important  events  of  salvation  history  are 
celebrated  in  it;  as  it  is  an  anniversary  celebration  of  the  Passion 
and  Death  of  the  Lord,  it  is  also  called  the  “Passion  Week”.  This 
week  is  considered  the  centre  or  fulcrum  of  the  liturgical  life  and 
liturgical  year  in  all  Christian  traditions. 

Various  Designations 

This  week  is  known  by  several  names.  “Holy  Week”  is 
something  common  to  both  the  Eastern  and  Western  traditions. 
The  German  speaking  people  call  it  Karwoche,  meaning 
sorrowful  week  or  week  of  lamentation.  They  mean  that  it  is  a 
week  where  the  painful  events  of  Jesus’  life  are  celebrated.  In 
ancient  records  of  the  Latin  Church  it  is  more  meaningfully 
called  the  “Passion  Week”  or  the  “ Peseha  Week”.  This  shows 
that  all  the  Churches  both  in  the  East  and  the  West  understood 
and  celebrated  the  Passion,  Death  and  Burial  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
always  against  the  glorious  light  of  Resurrection.  The 
Ambrosian  Rite  calls  this  week  the  “Authentic  Week”, 
confessing  that  the  basic  events  of  faith  are  celebrated  there.  In 
the  course  of  time,  this  week  in  the  Latin  tradition  began  to  be 
known  also  as  the  “Week  of  Forgiveness  of  Sins”,  since  the 
Latin  Church  began  to  consider  the  Thursday  of  this  week,  the 
day  for  forgiveness  of  sins.  Some  in  Europe  began  to  call  it  the 
“Painful  Week”  in  relation  to  the  strict  observance  of  fasting 
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prescribed  for  this  occasion.  Several  of  the  Eastern  Churches 
were  calling  it  more  meaningfully  the  “Week  of  Salvation”.  The 
Syriac  Churches  always  preferred  the  name  “Passion  Week”  as 
they  clearly  emphasised  the  Passion,  Death  and  Burial  of  our 
Lord  during  this  week. 

Resurrection  and  Passion  Week 

It  is  rather  impossible  to  consider  the  passion,  death  and 
burial  of  our  Lord  without  relating  them  to  His  Resurrection. 
Sundays  were  Resurrection  celebration  days  from  the  very 
beginning  of  Christianity.  The  solemn  anniversary  celebration 
of  it  also  might  have  started  without  much  delay.  The  first 
document  that  exists  on  Passion  Week  celebration  is  the  letter  of 
St.  Athanasius  (ca  295-373)  of  the  fourth  century.  But  the 
scholars  think  that  the  Passion  Week  celebration  must  have 
started  much  earlier. 

Any  way,  all  agree  to  the  fact  that  the  Passion  Week 
celebration  started  in  relation  to  the  Resurrection  celebration. 
As  a  preparation  to  the  Resurrection,  the  Passion,  Death  and 
Burial  were  added  to  it.  Thus  the  three-day  Passover  celebration 
started.  They  were  the  Passion  Friday,  Great  Saturday  and 
Easter  Sunday.  In  the  course  of  time  the  Thursday  celebration  as 
that  of  the  Eucharistic  Institution  during  the  Last  Supper  got 
added  to  the  three-day  Passover  celebration.  Gradually,  the 
Osana  Sunday  also  was  added  to  these  celebrations  to  rejnember 
and  celebrate  the  solemn  entry  of  our  Lord  to  Jerusalem  as  a 
preparation  to  His  Death  and  Resurrection.  The  Holy  Week  or 
Passion  Week  developed  in  the  early  Church  in  all  traditions  as  a 
time  for  celebrating  the  most  important  events  of  Jesus’  life 
before  His  Resurrection. 
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Resurrection  Celebration 

Two  traditions  developed  in  the  case  of  annual  Resurrection 
celebration  in  various  ecclesial  communities.  Some  Churches 
were  celebrating  it  exactly  on  the  14th  of  Nisan.  They  claimed 
that  it  started  with  the  Apostle  St.  John  himself.  According  to  St. 
John  the  Lord  Jesus  died  exactly  when  the  paschal  lamb  was 
killed  in  the  temple  and  His  crucifixion  was  His  glorification  as 
well.  Hence,  the  Passover  celebration  on  the  14th  of  Nisan  itself, 
so  that  it  be  true  to  the  historical  happening.  They  are  known  as 
the  Quartodecimans. 

Other  Churches,  especially  those  of  Rome,  Egypt,  Greece 
and  Pontus  were  celebrating  the  Passover  on  the  Sunday 
following  the  14th  of  Nisan,  according  to  the  Synoptic  tradition. 
There  the  Resurrection  is  said  to  have  happened  on  the  first  day 
of  the  week. 

In  A.D.154  St.Anicetus,  the  Pope,  and  St. Polycarp,  the 
Bishop  of  Smyrna,  came  together  and  spent  hours  to  solve  the 
problem  of  Easter  celebration.  At  the  end  of  their  long  dialogue 
they  decided  in  favour  of  both  the  traditions,  as  they  are 
apostolic.  So  the  situation  continued.  At  the  end  of  the  second 
century,  Pope  Victor  I  took  a  decision  in  favour  of  the  Roman 
tradition.  Accordingly,  those  who  were  following  the  other 
tradition,  namely,  the  Quartodecimans,  had  a  difficult  situation 
of  being  excommunicated  from  the  Church.  In  this  critical 
situation,  St.Irenaeus  came  to  intercede  with  the  Pope  for  the 
Quartodecimans  and  thus  the  Pope  gave  freedom  to  everyone  to 
follow  his  own  decision. 

Council  of  Nicea 

The  Council  of  Nicea  thought  of  making  a  lasting  solution 
to  this  problem  of  the  Easter  celebration.  As  the  Bishops  in  the 
Council  were  divided  on  this  issue,  the  Council  decided  that  the 
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problem  should  be  left  to  the  decision  of  the  Alexandrian 
Bishops  and  that  their  decision  should  be  binding  on  all.  Thus 
they,  considering  all  the  aspects  of  the  Easter  celebration, 
decided  that  Easter  shall  be  celebrated  on  the  Sunday  that 
follows  the  full  moon,  which  comes  after  March  21,  the  spring 
or  vernal  equinox.  To  this  day,  the  Church  follows  this  decision 
of  the  Alexandrian  Bishops  in  determining  the  date  of  Easter. 


Why  Such  a  Decision 

The  Fathers  were  thinking  of  a  complete  separation  from  the 
Jewish  tradition  and  at  the  same  time  remaining  as  faithful  as 
possible  to  the  historical  realities  and  cosmic  elements  connected 
with  the  Passover  celebration.  According  to  this  decision,  the 
Easter  celebration  will  never  fall  on  the  14th  of  Nisan,  which  is 
the  day  of  Passover  celebration  for  the  Jews.  At  the  same  time, 
they  can  celebrate  Easter  on  the  first  day  of  the  week  as  is 
attested  by  the  Synoptic  Gospels.  Moreover,  this  arrangement 
emphasises  all  the  cosmic  elements  such  as  the  springtime, 
equinox,  full  moon  day,  evening  and  the  night,  pointed  out  by 
the  Fathers  of  the  Church  as  related  to  the  Passover  celebration. 

1.  Spring 

The  fact  that  the  Resurrection  of  our  Lord  took  place  during 
the  springtime  is  something,  which  has  greatly  influenced  the 
Fathers  of  the  Church.  According  to  Mar  Gregory  Naziansus  it 
is  the  cosmic  spring  -  the  spiritual  spring  -  the  spring  for  the 
souls  -  the  spring  for  the  bodies  -  the  visible  spring  -  the  invisible 
spring  (PG  36,617).  It  is  not  an  accident  that  the  Passover  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  happened  during  the  springtime.  Spring  is  the 
only  time  fit  for  His  resurrection.  According  to  Mar  Cyril  of 
Alexandria,  the  season  of  spring  bring  to  us  the  Resurrection  of 
the  Saviour  through  whom  we  are  all  transformed  unto  the 
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newness  of  life  (PG  77,581).  According  to  the  Jewish 
understanding,  the  spring  is  a  time,  which  fixes  in  human  minds 
the  decisive  actions  of  Yahweh,  i.e.,  creation  and  re-creation. 
The  celebration  of  Passover  in  springtime  emphasises  the  origin 
of  Israel,  the  chosen  people  of  God.  If  we  are  to  summarise  the 
deliberations  of  the  Fathers  of  the  Church,  the  spring  and  the 
Passover  of  Jesus  are  parallel  to  creation  and  salvation. 


2.  Vernal  Equinox 

The  spring  or  vernal  equinox,  the  day  when  the  sun  appears 
above  the  earth’s  equator,  the  day  divided  equally  into  day  and 
night,  March  21,  is  the  day  of  creation  according  to  the  Fathers. 
On  that  day  the  whole  cosmos  was  in  perfect  balance.  When 
God  created  light,  there  was  equal  day  and  night.  When  God 
created  this  world,  everything  in  it  was  in  perfection  and  in  full 
co-operation.  The  vernal  equinox  for  the  Fathers  is  the 
beginning  of  time  and  perfection  of  creation.  The  Passover  of 
Jesus  is  a  second  beginning  -  a  restoration  of  the  time,  the 
cosmos  and  the  people  who  have  lost  their  balance.  Only  in 
Jesus  Christ  can  everything  attain  its  original  perfection.  But  on 
equinox,  the  forces  of  light  and  darkness  exhibit  themselves  as 
equals.  The  Passover  of  the  Lord  being  a  celebration  of  light,  it 
can  be  celebrated  only  after  the  light  has  conquered  the  darkness. 
Hence,  the  Passover  celebration  only  after  the  vernal  equinox. 


3.  Full  Moon 

The  first  month  of  the  Jewish  calendar  is  Nisan  and  its  1 4th 
day  is  a  full  moon  day.  The  Jewish  people  celebrate  their 
Passover  on  that  day.  According  to  a  reliable  tradition  of  the 
ancient  Church,  our  Lord  died  on  the  Cross  exactly  at  the  time 
when  the  Jews  were  killing  their  paschal  lambs.  Thus  14th  of 
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Nisan  became  a  historic  day  for  the  Christians.  As  already 
mentioned  above,  some  communities  in  the  early  Church  were 
celebrating  the  Death  and  Resurrection  of  Jesus  together  on  the 
14th  of  Nisan.  Over  and  above  that,  this  day  for  the  Fathers  is  a 
full  moon  day  -  a  day  having  24  hours  light  -  a  day  when  there  is 
no  darkness  at  all.  Thus  it  is  a  day  that  can  proclaim  perfectly 
well  the  meaning  and  depth  of  our  Lord’s  Passover.  But  because 
of  certain  other  reasons,  the  Sunday  that  follows  the  full  moon 
day  is  fixed  to  be  the  day  of  Passover  celebration. 

4.  Evening 

In  the  Old  Testament  the  paschal  lambs  were  killed  in  the 
evening  (Ex  12,6).  Jesus  died  on  the  Cross  exactly  at  that  time. 
Over  and  above  such  facts  of  history,  the  evening  is  highly 
symbolic  to  the  Fathers  of  the  Church.  It  symbolises  the  end  of 
an  era  and  the  beginning  of  another  one.  Jesus’  death  was  the 
victory  over  the  powers  of  darkness  and  the  inauguration  of  a 
new  era  of  light.  Through  the  Death  and  Resurrection  of  our 
Lord  we  have  entered  a  new  era,  the  era  of  eschatological  life.  It 
is  the  era  of  salvation  and  thus  it  is  beyond  the  ordinary  era  of 
space  and  time.  It  is  an  era  sealed  with  the  self  sacrifice  of  the 
heavenly  Lamb  and  one  to  be  fulfilled  at  the  end  of  time. 
Evening  is  the  end  and  beginning  of  the  day  according  to 
Chaldeo-Indian  liturgical  tradition.  Thus  it  is  also  the  end  of  the 
era  of  darkness  or  slavery  and  the  beginning  of  the  era  of 
salvation. 

5.  Night 

The  Old  Testament  always  explains  the  paschal  night  in 
relation  to  creation  and  salvation.  Before  the  creation  of  the 
light  there  was  a  long  night.  The  Israelites  were  saved  from 
Egypt  in  a  night.  Liberation  from  Egypt  was  ante-type  of  the 
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liberation  that  was  to  be  accomplished  through  the  Death  and 
Resurrection  of  Jesus.  Christ’s  Resurrection  blotted  out 
completely  the  darkness  of  sin.  Hence  the  night  of  Resurrection 
is  very  important  for  Christians  and  for  the  whole  of 
humankind.  In  that  night  the  whole  cosmos  was  illuminated  in 
the  light  of  Resurrection;  New  Life  won  victory  over  death  (PG 
36,644).  The  resurrection  of  our  Lord  is  verily  qualified  to  be 
the  second  creation  (PG  36,612).  The  new  life  given  by  the 
resurrection  of  Jesus  is  a  challenge  both  to  sleep  and  death. 
Hence  the  early  Christian  communities  used  to  spend  the  whole 
night  sleepless  in  the  singing  of  the  “Divine  Praises”. 

The  above  mentioned  cosmic  elements  influenced  not  merely 
ithe  celebration  of  our  Lord’s  Passover,  but  also  the  arrangement 
of  the  whole  Passion  Week  as  a  preparation  for  that.  In  relation 
to  the  decisive  moments  of  the  Christ  -event,  the  Passion  Week 
celebration  gradually  developed  as  an  occasion  for  celebrating 
the  Mysteries  of  Baptism,  Eucharist,  Reconciliation,  Priesthood, 
and  so  on,  which  are  in  fact  the  decisive  moments  of  our  life  in 
Christ. 

Passion  Week  in  the  Syro-Malabar  Church 

The  Syriac  books  of  the  Syro-Malabar  Church  always 
qualify  this  week  as  the  “Passion  Week”.  But  today  this  name  is 
nostly  used  by  the  separated  brethren  among  the  Thomas 
Christians  of  India.  The  Syro-Malabarians  use  more  frequently 
he  names  of  “Holy  Week”  or  “Great  Week”,  which  are  seen 
used  by  the  Latin  Church.  This  may  be  because  of  their 
nissionary  relations  with  the  Latin  Church  after  the  16th  century. 

Osana  Sunday 

The  Passion  Week  begins  with  the  Osana  Sunday 
celebration.  We  celebrate  the  solemn  entry  of  our  Lord  into 
erusalem  on  that  day  (A/f  21,1-17;  Mk  11,1-11;  Lk  19,28-40;  Jn 
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12,12-19).  It  is  a  day  to  confess  that  Jesus  Christ  is  the  Lord,  the 
Saviour  and  the  King,  and  to  celebrate  it  liturgically.  The 
celebration  proclaims  that  all  the  prophesies  on  Messiah  are 
fulfilled  in  Jesus  Christ. 

The  special  ritual  of  the  day  is  the  blessing  of  the  palms  and 
the  procession  carrying  them.  According  to  the  genius  of  the 
Syro-Malabar  Church,  the  blessing  of  the  palms  takes  place 
outside  the  church.  The  faithful  participate  in  the  liturgical  rites 
holding  palms  in  their  hands.  In  connection  with  the  Morning 
Liturgy  ( Sapra )  and  the  introductory  rites  of  the  Qurbana,  the 
palms  are  blessed.  Before  the  Resurrection  hymn,  carrying  the 
palms  and  singing  Osana  hymns,  they  all  move  in  procession  to 
the  church.  The  celebrant  solemnly  knocks  at  the  closed  door  of 
the  church  three  times,  singing  the  prescribed  psalm  verses. 
When  it  is  opened  from  inside,  all  enter  the  church  to  continue 
with  the  solemn  celebration  of  the  Qurbana.  Our  Lord’s  solemn 
entry  into  Jerusalem  and  the  purification  of  the  temple  are 
proclaimed  in  the  Gospel. 

Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday 

The  most  important  liturgical  rites  of  the  Passion  Week  are 
celebrated  together  with  the  Evening  Liturgy  ( Ramsa )  in  the 
Syro-Malabar  ecclesial  tradition.  Besides  the  cosmic  elements 
mentioned  above,  the  historical  happening  of  the  events  in  the 
life  of  Jesus  also  must  have  suggested  this  style  of  celebration. 
Moreover,  according  to  this  tradition,  the  liturgical  day  begins  in 
the  evening.  Hence  it  is  quite  natural  that  the  important 
liturgical  rites  of  the  Passion  Week  at  least  be  celebrated  in  the 
evening. 

This  liturgical  tradition  gives  due  importance  also  to  the 
“Divine  Praises”  for  the  spiritual  formation  of  the  faithful. 
Hence  they  celebrate  the  Endana ,  the  mid-day  prayer  too  all 
through  the  weeks  of  Great  Fast.  During  the  Passion  Week,  the 
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lay  people  also  are  encouraged  to  participate  in  all  the  hours  of 
the  “Divine  Praises”,  namely,  the  Ramsa,  Lelya,  Sapra  and 
Endana  either  in  the  neighbouring  churches  or  chapels  or  at 
home. 

On  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  there  is  the  solemn 
Eucharistic  celebration  together  with  the  Evening  Liturgy 
(Ramsa)  in  all  possible  churches  and  chapels.  In  most  of  them 
they  celebrate  solemnly  the  Morning  Liturgy  (Sapra)  as  well. 

Thursday  of  Peseha 

The  Syro-Malabar  Church  celebrates  this  Thursday  as  the 
feast  of  the  Holy  Qurbana.  Together  with  the  Evening  Liturgy, 
they  conduct  the  most  solemn  Eucharistic  celebration,  namely, 
the  Raza  itself,  if  possible.  The  foot  washing  ceremony  which  is 
seen  in  the  Gospels  as  related  to  the  institution  of  the  Eucharist, 
is  also  conducted  after  the  Gospel  and  homily  in  the  Qurbana. 
According  to  ancient  records,  the  foot  washing  was  conducted 
only  in  the  Cathedrals  by  the  Bishops,  washing  the  feet  of  twelve 
priests.  In  monasteries  and  religious  houses,  the  superiors  used 
to  wash  the  feet  of  all  the  monks  or  religious  during  the  Night 
Liturgy  (Lelya).  Otherwise  in  ordinary  parish  churches  this 
ceremony  was  not  conducted.  Today,  however,  it  is  customary 
in  all  parish  churches. 

Peseha  Meal 

The  Peseha  meal  during  the  night  of  Thursday  of  Peseha  is  a 
custom  seen  today  only  among  the  Mar  Thomma  Nazranikal  of 
India.  It  is  an  adapted  family  celebration  originated  in  the 
context  of  the  Jewish  Passover  meal  and  the  institution  of  the 
Holy  Eucharist.  By  no  means  should  it  be  transferred  to  the 
churches.  The  Eucharistic  meal  itself  is  the  communion  meal  of 
the  parish  community.  This  Peseha  meal  reminds  us  also  of  the 
Jewish  presence  in  the  origin  of  the  Mar  Thomma  Nazranikal. 
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A  special  bread  ( Kurissappam )  and  drink  (Milk)  are  the  items  of 
the  Peseha  meal.  The  mother  of  the  family  leads  the  preparation 
of  these  items  while  the  father  of  the  family  officiates  during  the 
meal  proper.  Hence,  if  the  father  or  mother  of  the  family  dies,  in 
that  particular  year  there  is  no  official  preparation  or  eating  of 
the  Peseha  meal.  They  eat  without  any  solemnity  the  bread  and 
milk  brought  by  their  friends  and  relatives.  This  bread  is 
prepared  with  a  cross  over  it,  which  is  made  out  of  the  palms 
blessed  on  Osana  Sunday. 

After  a  short  prayer  led  by  the  father  of  the  family  in  which 
the  Jewish  Passover  meal  and  the  institution  of  the  Holy 
Eucharist  are  remembered,  the  father  cuts  the  bread  into  13 
pieces.  He  then  takes  each  of  them,  dips  them  in  the  milk  and 
gives  them  to  the  members.  They,  according  to  their  rank  in  age, 
approach  devoutly,  receive  in  the  hands  and  eat  it  standing. 
Then  all  sit  down  to  eat  and  drink  the  remaining  bread  and  milk. 
What  remains  from  this  particular  bread  and  milk  is  neither 
given  to  non-Christians  nor  thrown  out.  They  are  eaten  on  the 
following  day  and  that  is  not  considered  breaking  of  the  severe 
fast  of  Passion  Friday. 

After  the  Peseha  meal,  the  Mar  Thomma  Nazranikal  of 
ancient  times  used  to  spend  the  whole  night  either  in  their  own 
houses  or  in  the  church  in  prayer,  reading  the  Bible  and  singing 
the  Psalms.  This  is  to  remember  the  agony  of  our  Lord  in  the 
garden,  His  blood  shedding  and  capture  by  the  soldiers  which 
were  all  the  result  of  our  sins  and  short  comings.  In  the  16th 
century  when  the  Latin  missionaries  introduced  adoration  of  the 
Blessed  Sacrament,  this  vigil  in  the  houses  was  stopped.  A  few 
years  back,  when  the  night  adoration  was  forbidden,  the  vigil 
itself  disappeared.  The  healthy  practice  of  keeping  vigil  either  in 
the  church  or  at  home  ought  to  be  revived  as  soon  as  possible. 
Our  “Divine  Praises”  in  that  connection  are  a  beautiful  piece  for 
such  a  vigil  celebration. 
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Passion  Friday 

On  Passion  Friday  we  celebrate  the  Passion,  Death  and 
Burial  of  our  Lord.  The  Mar  Thornma  Nazranikal  used  to  set  all 
kinds  of  works  aside  and  spend  the  whole  day  in  prayer  and 
fasting.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Passion  Friday  is  a 
public  holiday  for  the  Indian  Republic.  The  Mar  Thomma 
Nazranikal  of  old  used  to  eat  nothing  at  all  after  the  Peseha  meal 
till  after  the  Resurrection  celebration  at  3.oo  a.m.  in  Great 
Saturday  night. 

The  most  important  ritual  of  the  day  is  the  Ramsa,  the 
Evening  Liturgy,  together  with  the  adoration  of  the  Sliba ,  the 
Cross,  the  procession  with  It  and  Its  burial.  The  Sliba  on  the 
Benia  is  specially  adorned  with  Kottina,  the  alb  and  Urara ,  the 
stole.  Kottina  symbolises  the  person  of  Jesus  Christ  and  Urara 
His  ministerial  priesthood.  This  Mar  Thomma  Sliba ,  the 
St.Thomas  Cross,  stands  at  the  centre  of  Passion  Friday 
celebrations 

During  the  Ramsa  celebration,  at  due  time  the  Passion 
Narrative  from  the  Gospels  according  to  Luke,  Matthew  and 
John  is  proclaimed.  After  the  homily,  the  Sliba  is  bent  to  the 
main  celebrant,  who  removes  the  Kottina  and  Urara  from  It  and 
covers  It  with  a  neat  white  shroud.  Then  It  is  carried  in 
arocession  to  the  altar  together  with  the  Gospel  Lectionary.  The 
Tospel  Lectionary  is  placed  in  its  usual  place  on  the  altar  while 
he  Sliba  is  laid  on  its  middle.  All  stand  in  absolute  silence 
repenting  on  their  sins  and  shortcomings  during  this  procession. 
lema  being  the  symbol  of  Gagultha  and  the  altar,  our  Lord’s 
.epulchre,  the  liturgical  action  is  the  bringing  down  of  the  body 
if  our  Lord  from  the  cross  on  Gagultha  and  carrying  it  to  the 
epulchre. 

As  the  priests  and  ministers  return  to  the  Bema ,  they  begin 
he  Karozutha,  the  proclamation  prayers.  As  a  sign  of 
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repentance  over  sins,  all  kneel  down  during  the  second 
proclamation  prayer. 

Then  they  begin  the  Onitha  d-Basaliqe ,  the  Royal  Anthem. 
After  singing  a  few  stanzas,  the  priests  and  ministers  approach 
the  altar,  carry  the  Sliba  to  the  Beth-Gazza  on  the  left  side, 
uncover  It,  wash  It  with  a  little  water,  dry  It  and  bring  It  back  to 
the  altar.  Then  the  incense  is  brought  and  the  main  celebrant 
incenses  It  many  a  time.  After  incensing,  the  priests  and 
ministers  carrying  the  Sliba  amidst  lit  candles  and  incensing 
censer  go  in  procession  within  the  church,  east  to  west  and  north 
to  south  in  cross  form.  The  faithful  remain  in  their  own  places 
and  sing  the  royal  anthem. 

At  the  end  of  this  procession,  the  Sliba  is  brought  to  the 
Bema,  where  everyone  kisses  It  as  a  sign  of  bidding  farewell. 
After  kissing  the  Sliba  they  taste  a  little  of  the  bitter  drink, 
prepared  from  bitter  leaves  and  the  water  with  which  the  Sliba 
was  washed.  It  is  to  show  the  most  intimate  participation  in  the 
Passion  and  Death  of  the  Lord. 

Then  as  is  the  custom  of  the  place,  the  procession  goes 
around  the  church  or  the  Cross  in  front  of  it  or  through  the 
streets  of  the  town  or  village. 

When  the  procession  returns  to  the  church,  the  Sliba  is  laid 
on  the  Bema ,  incensed  and  then  covered  again  with  the  neat 
white  shroud.  Then  the  deacons  or  priests  carry  It  to  and  bury  It 
beneath  the  altar.  All  Syro-Malabar  churches  and  chapels  ought 
to  have  the  provision  for  such  burial  of  the  Sliba  beneath  their 
altars.  If  such  a  provision  is  not  there,  the  Sliba  is  laid  on  the 
altar  and  covered  with  the  Soseppa ,  the  chalice  veil,  which  is  the 
symbol  of  the  Lord's  tomb  cover  in  this  liturgical  tradition.  All 
return  to  the  Bema  and  conclude  the  Evening  Liturgy  as  usual. 

The  East  Syriac  tradition  understands  the  Eucharistic 
communion  as  the  culmination  of  the  Eucharistic  celebration. 
Since  there  is  no  Eucharistic  celebration  on  Passion  Friday,  there 
is  no  possibility  for  communion  as  well. 
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The  Mar  Thomma  Nazranikal  had  preserved  the  custom  of 
keeping  vigil  through  the  whole  night  at  the  sepulchre  of  the 
Lord.  The  “Divine  Praises”  given  in  the  Syriac  sources  for  this 
night  itself  shows  the  relevance  of  this  long  vigil.  During  the 
colonial  missionary  period  after  the  16th  century,  this  salvific 
custom  was  lost.  Today  we  need  a  revival  of  it. 

Great  Saturday 

The  Great  Saturday  rituals  are  all  formed  as  a  vigil 
celebration  of  the  great  feast  of  Resurrection.  Towards  the 
evening  there  is  the  solemn  celebration  of  the  Evening  Liturgy 
{Ramsa),  the  Rite  of  Reconciliation,  the  Baptismal  Rite  and  the 
Holy  Qurbana.  In  the  Evening  Liturgy  the  resurrectional  theme 
is  emphasised.  The  Rite  of  Reconciliation  is  reminiscent  of  the 
early  Church,  where  after  the  long  period  of  repentance  and 
penance  the  public  sinners  were  officially  received  back  to  the 
Church  during  Resurrection  celebration.  Now  it  is  considered  to 
be  an  occasion  for  the  repentance  and  reconciliation  of  all  at  the 
end  of  the  long  period  of  Great  Fast.  Baptism  is  in  fact  a 
participation  in  the  Death  and  Resurrection  of  our  Lord;  and  the 
early  Church  always  preferred  Baptism  be  given  in  connection 
with  the  Resurrection  celebration.  Even  today  it  is  good  that 
there  be  actual  baptismal  celebration  during  this  Resurrection 
Vigil.  Indeed,  the  Church  always  encourages  the  faithful  to  have 
such  baptisms.  All  these  celebrations  are  crowned  with  that  of 
the  Holy  Qurbana. 

Great  Sunday  of  Resurrection 

Resurrection  of  our  Lord  is  known  to  be  the  Feast  of  feasts. 
With  this  Feast  we  begin  the  Weeks  of  Resurrection  in  the  Syro- 
Malabar  tradition.  The  special  ritual  of  the  Resurrection 
celebration  is  the  Rite  of  Peace  conducted  after  3.00  a.m.  in  all 
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churches  and  chapels.  It  is  celebrated  by  raising  the  Sliba  buried 
beneath  the  altar  on  Passion  Friday  evening.  , 

The  church  and  the  Cross  in  front  of  it  are  exceptionally 
decorated  with  lambs  for  Resurrection  celebration.  Light,  we 
know,  is  the  symbol  of  life.  Inside  the  church  they  spread  spicy 
green  leaves  and  other  decorative  materials. 

The  celebration  begins  in  the  minimum  necessary  light. 
When  the  resurrection  hymn  is  sung,  the  sanctuary  veil  is  opened 
and  the  main  celebrant  raises  the  Sliba  up.  Simultaneously  all 
the  lights  in  the  church  are  switched  on,  the  bells  of  the  church 
are  rung  and  the  crackers  are  exploded.  The  lamps  in  the 
sanctuary  are  lit  from  the  sanctuary  lamp  and  from  there  the 
candles  in  the  hands  of  the  faithful  are  all  lit.  The  Sliba  is  first 
enthroned  on  the  altar,  incensed  and  then  carried  in  procession 
around  the  church  or  the  Cross  in  front  of  it  or  through  the 
streets  of  the  town  or  village  according  to  the  custom. 

When  the  procession  returns  to  the  church,  the  Sliba  is 
erected  on  the  Bema.  Then  the  deacon  makes  an  announcement 
to  exchange  peace  with  one  another.  Following 
the  announcement,  all  together  adore  the  Sliba  first,  and  then 
exchange  peace  with  one  another  saying:  Let  the  Risen  Lord  be 
with  us  and  responding:  New  Life  and  renewal  be  with  us.  The 
Mar  Thomma  Nazranikal  of  ancient  days  used  to  greet  each 
other  even  outside  the  church  with  the  same  formulae  all  through 
the  period  of  Resurrection. 

The  most  solemn  form  of  Eucharistic  celebration  is  the 
crowning  ceremony  of  the  day.  At  the  end  of  the  Qurbana  they 
used  to  approach  the  Bema ,  kiss  the  Sliba  and  pay  respect  to  the 
celebrant,  bidding  farewell. 
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Source  Texts 

The  Breviarium  juxta  Ritum  Syrorum  Orientalium  id  est 
Chaldaeorum  published  by  the  Congregation  for  Eastern 
Churches  in  three  volumes  is  the  Syriac  source  where  the 
prayers  for  Osana  to  Resurrection  are  found.  The  book,  Osana 
to  Resurrection ,  published  by  “Denha  Services”  in  1990  is  a 
faithful  translation  of  its  volume  II,  pp.  314  -  415.  Both  these 
source  books  are  used  for  preparing  this  prayer  book,  Passion 
Week  and  Easter  Sunday.  It  provides  the  “Divine  Praises”  of 
all  these  days  as  Ramsa,  the  Evening  Liturgy,  Lelya,  the  Night 
Liturgy,  Sapra ,  the  Morning  Liturgy  and  Endana ,  the  Noon 
Liturgy.  The  Eucharistic  celebration  is  joined  with  the  “Divine 
Praises”  of  the  time  as  it  is  given  in  the  Syriac  source.

Then  Jesus  said  to  them:  All  of  you  will  deny  me  this 
night;  for  it  is  written,  I  will  smite  the  shepherd,  and  the 
sheep  of  his  flock  will  be  scattered.

He  went  away  again 
the  second  time  and  prayed  and  said:  O  My  Father,  if  this 
cup  cannot  pass,  and  if  I  must  drink  it,  let  it  be  according 
to  Your  will.  He  came  again  and  found  them  sleeping,  for 
their  eyes  were  heavy.  And  He  left  them  and  went  away 
again  and  prayed  the  third  time,  and  said  the  same  words. 
(Mt.  26,  31-44) 

And  there  appeared  to  Him  an  angel  from  heaven,  to 
strengthen  Him.  And  He  was  in  fear,  and  prayed 
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earnestly;  and  His  sweat  became  like  drops  of  blood;  and 
He  fell  down  upon  the  ground.  (Lk.  22,43-44) 

Then  He  came  to  His  disciples  and  said  to  them:  Sleep 
from  now  on  and  get  your  rest;  behold,  the  hour  has  come, 
and  the  Son  of  man  will  be  delivered  into  the  hands  of 
sinners.  Arise,  let  us  go;  behold,  he  who  is  to  betray  Me 
has  arrived. 

While  He  was  speaking,  behold,  Judah  the  traitor,  one 
of  the  twelve,  came  and  with  him  a  large  crowd  with 
swords  and  staves,  from  the  high  priests  and  the  elders  of 
the  people.  Now  Judah  the  traitor  had  given  a  sign,  saying, 
He  whom  I  kiss  is  He;  arrest  Him.  And  immediately  he 
came  up  to  Jesus  and  said,  peace,  Master;  and  he  kissed 
Him.  Jesus  said  to  him:  Is  it  for  this  that  you  have  come, 
my  friend?  Then  they  came  near  and  laid  hands  on  Jesus 
and  arrested  Him.

But  Simon  Peter  had  a  sword,  and  he  drew  it  and  struck 
the  high  priest’s  servant,  and  cut  off  his  right  ear.  The 
servant’s  name  was  Maleck.  And  Jesus  said  to  Peter:  Put 
the  sword  into  its  sheath;  shall  I  not  drink  the  cup  which 
My  Father  has  given  Me?  (Jn.  18,  10-11) 

Do  you  think  that  I  cannot  ask  of  My  Father,  and  He 
will  now  raise  up  for  Me  more  than  twelve  legions  of 
angels?  How  then  could  the  Scriptures  be  fulfilled,  that  it 
must  be  so?  At  that  very  hour  Jesus  said  to  the  people: 
Have  you  come  out  with  swords  and  staves  to  arrest  Me 
like  a  bandit?  I  sat  with  you  every  day,  teaching  in  the 
temple,  and  you  did  not  arrest  Me.  But  this  has  happened 
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so  that  the  Scriptures  of  the  prophets  might  be  fulfilled. 
Then  all  the  disciples  left  Him,  and  fled. 

And  those  who  had  arrested  Jesus  took  Him  to 
Caiaphas  the  high  priest,  where  the  scribes  and  the  elders 
had  assembled.  But  Simon  Peter  followed  Him  at  a 
distance,  up  to  the  courtyard  of  the  high  priest,  and  he 
went  inside  and  sat  with  the  soldiers  to  see  the  end.  Now 
the  high  priests  and  the  elders  and  the  whole  council  were 
seeking  witnesses  against  Jesus  so  that  they  might  put  Him 
to  death.  But  they  could  not  find  any;  then  there  came  a 
great  many  false  witnesses;  but  at  the  end  two  came 
forward,  and  said:  This  man  says,  I  can  tear  down  the 
temple  of  God  and  build  it  in  three  days.  And  the  high 
priest  stood  up  and  said  to  Him:  You  are  not  answering 
anything.  What  is  it  that  these  men  testify  against  You? 
But  Jesus  was  silent.  Then  the  high  priest  answered, 
saying  to  Him:  I  adjure  You  by  the  living  God,  to  tell  us  if 
You  are  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  God?  Jesus  said  to  him: 
You  say  that.  But  I  say  to  you  that  from  henceforth  you 
will  see  the  Son  of  man  sitting  at  the  right  hand  of  power 
and  coming  upon  the  clouds  of  the  sky.  The  high  priest 
then  tore  his  clothes  and  said:  Behold,  He  is  blaspheming; 
why  therefore  do  we  need  witnesses?  Behold,  you  have 
now  heard  His  blasphemy.  What  else  do  you  want?  They 
answered,  saying:  He  is  guilty  of  death.  Then  they  spat  in 
His  face,  and  struck  Him  on  His  head,  and  others  beat 
Him,  saying:  O  Christ,  prophesy  to  us;  who  struck  You? 

Now  Peter  sat  outside  in  the  courtyard;  and  a 
maidservant  came  up  to  him  and  said:  You  also  were  with 
Jesus  the  Nazarene.  But  he  denied  it  before  all  of  them, 
saying:  I  do  not  understand  what  you  are  saying.  And  as 
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he  was  going  to  the  porch,  another  one  saw  him  and  she 
said  to  them:  This  man  was  also  there  with  Jesus  the 
Nazarene.

[The  St.  Thomas  Cross  on  the  Bema  is  specially  adorned  with  Kottina 
and  Urara  (at  least  with  Urara).  A  white  linen  cloth,  sufficiently  large 
to  cover  the  St.  Thomas  Cross,  is  folded  and  kept  on  the  Bema.  Water 
and  cotton  necessary  for  washing  and  drying  the  Cross  are  arranged  in 
the  Beth-Gazza  on  the  left  side.  Celebrants  and  other  ministers  vest 
themselves  in  their  proper  liturgical  vestments  and  enter  the  Bema  in 
procession  with  the  Evangalion,  lit  candles  and  thurible.  The  lit 
candles  are  placed  on  either  side  of  the  Cross,  and  the  Evangalion  in 
front  of  it.  Bowing  down  before  the  Cross,  they  begin:] 

Glory  to  God. ...Our  Father.. .as  on  pp.  7...

C:  Our  Lord  and  our  God,  make  us  worthy  to  bless  with 
pure  hearts  the  Death  and  Resurrection  of  Your  only- 
begotten  Son,  to  extol  His  victory  with  sacred  hymns, 
and  to  confess  with  those  in  heaven  the  glory  of  Your 
infinite  power.  May  the  hope  for  future  life  grow  in  us 
who  commemorate  and  celebrate  in  a  special  way  the 
Passion  and  Death  of  Your  beloved  Son,  Lord  of  all, 
forever.

DD:  O  you  who  are  summoned 

by  God’s  great  pow-er  to  the  saving  feast, 

the  royal  banquet  of  the  King  of  heav’n  and 
earth. 

R:  Examine  carefully 

in  the  blest  light  of  the  holy  Gospel 

and  purify  in  divine  fire  all  worldly  thoughts. 

DD:  A  treasure  of  great  joy 

the  Lord  opens  before  those  who  seek  it 

and  He  says:  “Sinners,  get  back  the  bond  of  your 
debts!” 

R:  Cleanse  your  heart  and  become 

like  little  children,  that  you  may  be  heirs 
and  citizens  of  the  blest  heavenly  Kingdom. 

DD:  Come,  draw  near  and  behold: 

The  Word  is  preached  in  spiritual  voices 
and  opens  for  you  the  way  to  eternal  bliss. 

R:  But  like  Paul,  the  Hebrew, 

it  is  necessary  that  you  must  turn 

from  shadows  of  the  laws  to  the  Law  that  is  real. 
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DD:  He  whom  the  Lord  once  saw 

to  be  zealous  about  the  Israelites, 

was  called  to  be  zealous  about  the  Christian  fold. 

R:  His  eyes,  once  long  blinded 

by  the  rigid  traditions  of  the  law, 

opened  by  the  pow’r  of  the  teaching  of  Jesus 

DD:  By  leaving  deceitful  thoughts, 

he  became  an  Apostle  of  our  God 

and  proclaimed  His  mighty  pow’r  among  the  Greeks. 

R:  We  should  take  to  heart 

and  heed  his  glorious  words 
preached  in  his  Epistle  to  the  Galatians.

[At  the  end  of  the  Epistle,  they  begin  the  Zummara.  Meanwhile,  the 
celebrant  blesses  the  incense  as  usual.]

God  the  Father,  Son  and  Holy  Spirit, 

hear  the  words  that  heal  the  body  and  give  the 
soul  life. 

R:  The  Son  of  God  assumed 

the  likeness  of  a  true  man  among  men, 
and,  by  His  command,  liberated  all  from  sin. 

DD:  These  words  open  for  you 

a  life-giving  spiritual  treasury, 

and  this  book  is  wholly  filled  with  true  life  and  bliss. 

R:  The  devils  flee  in  fear 

and  evil  spirits  depart  in  defeat 

when  they  hear  this  blest,  living  and  life-giving  Word.

so  that  you  do  not  stumble  down  into  pitfalls. 

R:  This  is  the  discourse  which 

if  the  living  despise,  they  shall  perish. 

This  is  the  voice  which,  if  the  dead  hear,  they  shall  live. 

DD:  This  is  Light,  Truth,  Life; 

and  He  who  is  announced  to  you  in  it 
is  He  that  judges  all  the  dead  and  the  living. 
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R:  It  is  worthy  to  know 

that  all  nations  are  saved  only  by  Him. 

Have  firm  faith  that  all  sins  are  forgiven  through  Him. 

DD:  The  Sower  now  sets  out 

to  sow  His  saving  Word  instead  of  seeds. 

Bring  before  Him  your  hearts  prepared  in  place  of  fields. 

R:  His  Word  is  Life  and  Bliss, 

filled  with  kindness  as  well  as  His  mercy. 

His  voice  is  hope  for  the  iiving,  life  for  the  dead. 

DD:  Blest  indeed  is  the  one 

who  believes  in  Him  and  trusts  His  Word; 

the  dead  shall  live,  the  living  shall  not  die  in  sin. 

R:  The  only  Son  of  God 

came  to  the  world,  bom  of  a  true  Virgin 
in  a  nature  surpassing  that  of  the  angels. 

DD:  He  came  and  healed  the  sick; 

He  raised  those  who  had  fallen  into  death; 

He  cast  out  devils  and  destroyed  death  by  His  death. 

R:  For  though  He  truly  died, 

He  trampled  down  death  and  broke  its  pow-er; 

He  rose  from  the  dead  and  ascended  into  heav’n. 

DD:  He  sent  His  blest  Spirit 

on  His  Apostles  and  made  them  most  wise; 

then  He  sent  them  to  ail  lands  to  preach  the 
Gospels. 

R:  Now  Evangelists  tell 

those  things  that  they  saw  and  the  things  they 
heard;

and  so  let  the  one  who  has  ears  to  hear,  now 
hear! 
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[Towards  the  end  of  the  hymn,  the  principal  celebrant  takes  the  Gospel 
Lectionary,  raises  it  to  his  forehead  and  turns  to  the  community.] 

D:  Stand  attentively  and  listen  to  the  Holy  Gospel. 

C:  Peace  be  +  with  you. 

R:  And  with  you  and  with  your  Spirit. 

C:  The  Passion  Narrative  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ:  the 
preaching  of  the  Evangelists. 

R:  Glory  be  to  Christ  our  Lord. 

[During  the  Gospel  reading,  the  thurifer,  standing  in  front  of  the 
celebrant,  incenses  the  Gospel  Lectionary,  and  two  ministers  stand  on 
either  side,  holding  lighted  candles.] 

Evangalion:  Gospel:  Lk  22:63  -  23:12  +  Mt  27:19  +  Lk 
23:13-23  +  Mt  27:24-25  +  Lk  23:24-45  +  Mt  27:51-54 
+  Jn  19:23-42 

And  the  men  who  held  Jesus  mocked  Him,  and  they 
covered  His  head  and  smote  Him  on  His  face,  saying, 
prophesy!  Who  has  struck  You?  And  many  other  things 
they  blasphemed  and  said  against  Him. 

As  soon  as  it  was  daybreak,  the  elders  and  the  high 
priests  and  the  scribes  gathered  together  and  brought  Him 
up  to  their  council  chamber.  And  they  said  to  Him:  If 
Your  are  the  Christ,  tell  us.  He  said  to  them:  If  I  tell  you, 
you  will  not  believe  Me.  And  if  I  ask  you,  you  will  not 
answer  Me  nor  release  Me.  From  henceforth  the  Son  of 
man  will  sit  at  the  right  hand  of  the  power  of  God.  And 
they  all  said:  Are  You  then  the  Son  of  God?  Jesus  said  to 
them:  You  say  that  I  am.  And  they  said:  Why  then  do  we 
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need  witnesses?  For  we  have  heard  it  from  His  own 
mouth. 

Then  the  whole  company  of  them  rose  up  and  brought 
Him  to  Pilate;  and  they  began  to  accuse  Him,  saying,  we 
found  this  man  misleading  our  people  and  forbidding  to 
pay  the  head  tax  to  Caesar;  and  He  says  concerning 
Himself  that  He  is  the  King,  even  the  Christ.  Pilate  asked 
Him,  saying:  Are  You  the  King  of  the  Jews?  He  said  to 
him:  That  is  what  you  say.  Then  Pilate  said  to  the  high 
priests  and  the  people:  I  cannot  find  any  fault  against  this 
man.  But  they  shouted  and  said:  He  has  stirred  up  our 
people,  teaching  throughout  Judea,  and  beginning  from 
Galilee  even  to  this  place.  When  Pilate  heard  the  name 
Galilee,  he  asked  if  the  man  was  a  Galilean.  And  when  he 
knew  that  He  was  under  the  jurisdiction  of  Herod,  he  sent 
Him  to  Herod,  because  he  was  in  Jerusalem  at  that  time. 

When  Herod  saw  Jesus  he  was  exceedingly  glad,  for  he 
had  wanted  to  see  Him  for  a  long  time,  because  he  had 
heard  many  things  concerning  Him,  and  he  hoped  to  see 
some  miracle  by  Him.  And  he  asked  Him  many  questions; 
but  Jesus  gave  him  no  answer.  Then  the  high  priests  and 
the  scribes  stood  and  accused  Him  bitterly.  And  Herod 
and  his  soldiers  insulted  Him  and  mocked  Him,  and 
dressed  Him  in  a  scarlet  robe  and  sent  Him  to  Pilate.  And 
that  day  Pilate  and  Herod  became  friends  with  each  other; 
for  there  had  been  a  long-standing  enmity  between  them. 
(Lk.  22,63-13,12) 

When  the  governor  was  sitting  on  his  judgement  seat, 
his  wife  sent  to  him  and  said  to  him:  Have  nothing  to  do 
with  that  righteous  man;  for  today  I  have  suffered  a  great 
deal  in  my  dream  because  of  Him.  (Mt.  27,19) 
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Then  Pilate  called  the  high  priests  and  the  leaders  of  the 
people,  and  he  said  to  them:  You  brought  me  this  man  as  if 
He  were  misleading  your  people;  and  behold,  I  have 
examined  Him  before  your  own  eyes,  and  I  have  found  no 
fault  in  Him  concerning  all  that  you  accuse  Him.  Nor  even 
has  Herod;  for  1  sent  Him  to  him;  and  behold,  He  has  done 
nothing  worthy  of  death.  I  will  therefore  chastise  Him  and 
release  Him.  For  there  was  a  custom  to  release  to  them 
one  at  the  feast.  But  all  the  people  cried  out  saying:  Get 
rid  of  Him  and  release  to  us  Bar-Abba,  who  because  of 
sedition  and  murder  which  had  happened  in  the  city,  was 
cast  into  prison.  Again  Pilate  spoke  to  them,  desiring  to 
release  Jesus.  But  they  cried  out,  saying:  Crucify  Him, 
crucify  Him!  And  he  said  to  them  the  third  time:  What 
evil  has  He  done?  I  have  found  nothing  in  Him  worthy  of 
death;  I  will  therefore  chastise  Him  and  release  Him.  But 
they  persisted  with  loud  voices,  and  asked  to  crucify  Him. 
And  their  voices  and  that  of  the  high  priests  prevailed.  (Lk. 
23,  13-23) 

Now  when  Pilate  saw  that  he  was  gaining  nothing,  but 
that  instead  confusion  was  increasing,  he  took  water  and 
washed  his  hands  before  the  people,  and  said:  I  am 
innocent  of  the  blood  of  this  righteous  man;  do  as  you 
please.  All  the  people  then  answered:  Let  His  blood  be  on 
us  and  on  our  children.  (Mt.  27,24-25) 

Then  Pilate  commanded  to  have  their  request  granted. 
So  he  released  to  them  the  one  who  because  of  sedition 
and  murder  was  cast  into  prison,  whom  they  asked  for;  and 
he  delivered  Jesus  to  their  will. 

And  while  they  took  Him  away,  they  laid  hold  of 
Simon,  a  Cyrenian,  who  was  coming  from  a  village,  and 
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they  placed  the  end  of  the  cross  on  him,  to  carry  it  with 
Jesus.  And  many  people  followed  Him,  and  the  women 
who  were  mourning  and  wailing  over  Him.  But  Jesus 
turned  to  them  and  said:  O  daughters  of  Jerusalem,  do  not 
weep  over  Me;  but  weep  over  yourselves  and  over  your 
own  children.  For  behold,  the  days  are  coming  in  which 
they  will  say,  blessed  are  the  barren  and  the  wombs  that 
never  gave  birth  and  the  breasts  that  never  gave  suck. 
Then  they  will  begin  to  say  to  the  mountains,  fall  on  us; 
and  to  the  hills,  cover  us.  For  if  they  do  these  things  with 
the  green  wood,  what  will  be  done  with  dry  wood? 

And  there  were  coming  with  Him  two  others, 
malefactors,  to  be  put  to  death.  And  when  they  came  to  a 
place  which  is  called  the  Skull,  they  crucified  Him  there, 
and  the  malefactors,  one  on  His  right  and  one  on  His  left. 
And  Jesus  said:  O  Father,  forgive  them,  for  they  know  not 
what  they  are  doing.  And  they  divided  His  garments  and 
cast  lots  over  them.  The  people  stood  looking  on.  And 
even  the  leaders  of  the  synagogue  mocked  Him,  and  said: 
He  saved  others;  let  Him  save  Himself,  if  He  is  the  Christ, 
the  chosen  one  of  God.  And  the  soldiers  ridiculed  Him,  as 
they  came  near  Him  and  offered  Him  vinegar,  saying  to 
Him:  If  You  are  the  King  of  the  Jews,  save  Yourself. 
There  was  also  an  inscription  which  was  written  over  Him, 
in  Greek  and  Roman  and  Hebrew,  THIS  IS  THE  KING 
OF  THE  JEWS. 

Now  one  of  the  malefactors  who  were  crucified  with 
Him  blasphemed  against  Him,  saying:  If  You  are  the 
Christ,  save  Yourself  and  save  us  also.  But  the  other 
rebuked  him  and  said  to  him:  Do  you  not  fear  even  God, 
for  you  are  also  in  the  same  judgement?  And  ours  is  just, 
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for  we  are  paid  as  we  deserve  and  as  we  have  done;  but  He 
has  done  nothing  wrong.  And  he  said  to  Jesus:  Remember 
me,  my  Lord,  when  You  come  in  Your  Kingdom.  Jesus 
said  to  him:  Truly  I  say  to  you,  today  you  will  be  with  Me 
in  Paradise. 

Now  it  was  about  the  sixth  hour,  and  darkness  fell  upon 
the  whole  earth,  and  lasted  until  the  ninth  hour.  And  the 
sun  was  darkened;  (Lk.  23,  24-45) 

And  immediately  the  curtains  at  the  door  of  the  temple 
were  torn  in  two,  from  the  top  to  the  bottom;  and  the  earth 
quaked  and  rocks  split;  and  tombs  were  opened;  and  the 
bodies  of  a  great  many  saints  who  were  sleeping  in  death 
rose  up,  and  went  out;  and  after  His  resurrection,  they 
entered  into  the  holy  city  and  appeared  to  a  great  many. 

When  the  centurion  and  those  who  were  with  him 
watching  Jesus,  saw  the  earthquake  and  all  that  had 
happened,  they  were  frightened,  and  they  said:  Truly  this 
man  was  the  Son  of  God.  (Mt.  27,  51-54) 

Now  when  the  soldiers  had  crucified  Jesus,  they  took 
His  clothes  and  divided  them  into  four  parts,  a  part  to  each 
of  the  soldiers;  but  His  robe  was  without  seam,  woven 
from  the  top  throughout.  So  they  said  one  to  another:  Let 
us  not  tear  it,  but  cast  lots  for  it  to  see  whose  it  shall  be. 
And  the  scripture  was  fulfilled,  which  said:  They  divided 
My  clothes  among  them,  and  for  My  robe  they  cast  lots. 
These  things  the  soldiers  did. 

Now  there  were  standing  by  the  cross  of  Jesus  His 
mother  and  His  mother’s  sister  and  Mary  of  Cleopas  and 
Mary  of  Magdala.  When  Jesus  saw  His  mother  and  the 
disciple  whom  He  loved  standing,  He  said  to  His  mother: 
Woman,  behold  your  son!  Then  He  said  to  the  disciple: 
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Behold  your  mother!  And  from  that  very  hour  the  disciple 
took  her  with  him.  After  these  things  Jesus  knew  that 
everything  was  now  accomplished;  and  that  the  scripture 
might  be  fulfilled,  He  said:  I  thirst.  Now  there  was  a 
pitcher  full  of  vinegar  placed  there;  so  they  filled  a  sponge 
with  vinegar  and  put  it  on  the  point  of  a  reed  and  placed  it 
on  His  mouth. 

When  Jesus  drank  the  vinegar,  He  said:  It  is  fulfilled; 
and  He  bowed  His  head  and  gave  up  His  spirit. 

Now  since  it  was  Friday  the  Jews  said:  Let  not  these 
bodies  remain  on  their  crosses  because  the  Sabbath  is 
drawing;  for  that  Sabbath  was  a  great  Sabbath.  So  they 
besought  Pilate  to  have  the  legs  of  those  who  were 
crucified  broken,  and  to  have  the  bodies  lowered  down. 
So  the  soldiers  came  and  broke  the  legs  of  the  first,  and  of 
the  other  who  was  crucified  with  Him.  But  when  they 
came  to  Jesus,  they  saw  that  He  was  dead  already,  so  they 
did  not  break  His  legs.  But  one  of  the  soldiers  pierced  His 
side  with  a  spear,  and  immediately  blood  and  water  came 
out.  And  he  who  saw  it  testified,  and  his  testimony  is  true; 
and  he  knows  well  that  what  he  said  is  true,  that  you  also 
may  believe.  For  these  things  happened  that  the  scripture 
might  be  fulfilled,  which  said:  Not  even  a  bone  shall  be 
broken  in  Him;  and  again  another  scripture  which  said: 
They  shall  look  on  Him  whom  they  pierced. 

After  these  things  Joseph  of  Ramtha,  who  was  a 
disciple  of  Jesus,  but  secretly  because  of  fear  of  the  Jews, 
besought  Pilate  that  he  might  take  away  the  body  of  Jesus. 
And  Pilate  granted  him  permission.  So  he  came  and  took 
away  the  body  of  Jesus.  And  there  came  also  Nicodemus, 
who  at  first  had  come  to  Jesus  by  night;  and  he  brought 
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with  him  a  mixture  of  myrrh  and  aloes,  about  a  hundred 
pints.  So  they  took  away  the  body  of  Jesus  and  bound  it  in 
linen  cloths  with  the  spices,  according  to  the  custom  of  the 
Jews  in  burial.  Now  there  was  a  garden  in  the  place  where 
Jesus  was  crucified;  and  in  the  garden  a  new  tomb,  in 
which  no  man  was  yet  laid.  So  they  laid  Jesus  there, 
because  the  Sabbath  was  approaching  and  because  the 
tomb  was  near.  (Jn.  19,  23-42) 

R:  Glory  to  Christ  our  Lord. 

Homily 

[The  homily  being  finished,  the  principal  celebrant  removes  the  Kottina 
and  Urara  from  the  Cross  on  the  Bema  and  covers  it  with  the  white 
linen  cloth.  Then  it  is  carried  to  the  altar  in  procession,  accompanied 
by  the  Evangalion  book,  lit  candles  and  the  thurible.  (The  Bema  being 
the  symbol  of  Gagulta  and  the  altar  that  of  the  Sepulchre,  this 
procession  is  one  transferring  the  dead  body  of  Jesus  from  Gagulta  to 
the  Sepulchre.)  The  Cross  is  made  to  lay  jlat  on  the  altar,  while  the 
Evangalion  is  returned  to  its  proper  place.  All  return  to  the  Bema.  The 
whole  community  stands  in  silence  and  participates  in  the  procession  by 
repenting  of  each  one’s  own  sins  and  shortcomings  which  are  the  cause 
of  the  Passion  and  Death  of  the  Lord.  The  deacon,  as  usual,  begins  the 
first  Karozutha.  During  the  second  Karozutha,  all  kneel  down  as  a 
gesture  of  repentance  for  their  sins.]

D:  You  are  the  One  at  whose  crucifixion  the  spiritual 
powers  were  moved,  and  whose  Father’s  will 
prevented  the  destruction  of  Your  crucifiers,  have 
mercy  on  us: 

R:  Have  mercy  on  us,  O  Lord. 

D:  You  are  the  One  who  by  Your  death  opened  the 
sepulchres  and  gave  life  to  the  dead  as  a  reproof  to 
those  who  crucified  You,  have  mercy  on  us: 

R:  Have  mercy  on  us,  O  Lord. 

D:  You  are  the  One  who  mingled  Your  Blood  with  our 
blood  and  made  retribution  for  our  debts  by  Your  own 
sacrifice  at  the  top  of  Gagulta,  have  mercy  on  us: 

R:  Have  mercy  on  us,  O  Lord. 

D:  You  are  the  One  who  tasted  vinegar  and  bitter  drink 
for  the  salvation  of  our  nature,  have  mercy  on  us: 

R:  Have  mercy  on  us,  O  Lord. 

D:  You  are  the  One  praised  by  the  Angels  of  light  at  Your 
death,  and  at  whose  immolation  the  earth  was 
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sorrowful,  and  at  whose  resurrection  it  was  joyful, 
have  mercy  on  us: 

R:  Have  mercy  on  us,  O  Lord. 

D:  O  Shepherd  and  Lord  who  handed  Yourself  over  for 
Your  sheep  and  redeemed  them  by  Your  blood,  save 
our  life  from  the  wicked  one  and  have  mercy  on  us: 

R:  Have  mercy  on  us,  O  Lord.

D:  Let  us  all  kneel  down  and  pray.  Peace  be  with  us. 
That  He  may  hear  our  supplications  in  His  mercy  and 
answer  us,  let  us  pray  humbly  to  God,  the  Lord  of  all.

Archbishop  (N),  the  Archbishops  and  the  Bishops,  that 
they  may  lead  the  Church  like  Moses,  forgive  her 
members  like  Aaron,  rule  her  like  Peter,  that  thus  there 
may  be  peace  in  the  whole  world  and  fitting  hymns  of 
praise  be  sung  to  You,  let  us  pray  humbly  to  God,  the 
Lord  of  all. 

R:  Amen. 
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D:  That  our  fathers,  the  true  shepherds  who  lead  the  flock, 
the  Bishops,  may  lead  their  sheep  by  words  and  deeds, 
keep  their  enemies  far  away,  and  show  them  the 
tranquil  pastures  of  the  Lord,  that  thus  they  may  live  in 
peace  and  tranquillity,  let  us  pray  humbly  to  God,  the 
Lord  of  all.

heaven,  and  that  they  be  enriched  by  the  good  news 
and  be  made  friends  of  angels,  let  us  pray  humbly  to 
God,  the  Lord  of  all.

(Kthaba  Ramba...Ezhuti  Narakula...) 

The  earth  trembled  and  shook.  (Ps  77:18) 

O  Christ,  when  You  were  hanging 
on  the  Cross  in  agony, 
creation  saw  You  naked, 
and  all  things  trembled  and  shook. 

Then  the  heavens  extinguished 
the  glorious  lamp  of  sunlight. 

Then  the  Temple  showed  its  grief 
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as  its  veil  was  rent  and  torn. 

The  earth  trembled,  for  it  saw 

the  audacity  of  those 

who  had  crucified  You,  Lord. 

Glory  be  to  the  Father  and  to  the  Son  and  to  the  Holy  Spirit. 

O  Christ,  when  You  were  hanging 
on  the  Cross  in  agony, 
creation  saw  You  naked, 
and  all  things  trembled  before 
the  audacity  of  those 
who  had  crucified  You,  Lord. 

Those  then  lying  in  the  tombs 
wondered  in  great  amazement. 

They  shook,  trembled  and  rose  up 
off’ ring  glory  and  all  praise 
to  Your  mighty  pow-er,  Lord. 

[Then  in  two  choirs,  the  community  begins  the  following  prophetic 
hymn  and  sings  meditatively.  After  three  or  four  stanzas,  the  celebrant, 
together  with  the  other  ministers,  approaches  the  altar  and  transfers  the 
Cross  from  the  altar  to  the  Beth-gazza  on  the  left  side.  Removing  the 
white  linen  cloth  from  the  Cross,  he  washes  it  with  wet  cotton  and  dries 
it  with  fresh  cotton.  Again,  it  is  transferred  to  the  altar.  Then  the 
celebrant  blesses  the  incense  and  incenses  the  Cross  and  the  altar. 
After  incensing,  the  celebrant,  carrying  the  Cross  and  accompanied  by 
lit  candles  and  incense,  makes  a  procession  inside  the  church  in  the 
form  of  a  cross,  from  East  to  West,  and  North  to  South.  All  others  stand 
in  their  places  and  continue  to  sing  the  hymn. 

When  the  celebrant  reaches  the  Bema,  all  -  first  the  priests,  then 
deacons,  then  others  -  approach  devoutly  and  kiss  the  Cross.  After 
kissing  the  Cross,  each  sips  a  little  bitter  liquid  to  which  has  been  added 
the  water  with  which  the  Cross  was  washed.  (Kissing  the  Cross  is  the 
sign  of  farewell,  and  tasting  the  bitter  liquid  is  the  sign  of  intimate 
personal  participation  in  His  sufferings.) 
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Then  the  procession  goes  outside  the  church,  as  is  customary  in 
each  place,  either  around  the  church  or  around  the  Cross  in  the 
churchyard  or  through  the  streets  of  the  village  /  town.  A  deacon 
carrying  the  Gospel  Lectionary,  accompanied  by  two  ministers  carrying 
lit  candles,  move  in  front,  while  the  celebrant  carrying  the  Cross, 
accompanied  by  ministers  carrying  lit  candles  and  thurible,  move  at  the 
back.  ( When  necessary  the  kissing  of  the  Cross  may  be  done  after  the 
procession  outside  the  church.) 

A 5  the  procession  returns  to  the  church  and  the  celebrant  reaches 
the  Bema  (when  the  prophetic  hymn  ends),  the  choir  intones  the  hymn  in 
honour  of  the  Cross.  The  celebrant  lays  the  Cross  on  the  Bema, 
incenses  it  and  then  wraps  it  with  the  white  linen  cloth. 

Then  the  deacons  (or  if  none,  priests)  transfer  the  Cross  to  the  altar 
and  bury >  it  underneath.  (The  altars  in  all  Syro-Malabar  churches  and 
chapels  must  have  the  possibility  beneath  for  the  burial  of  the  Cross 
from  behind.)  If  such  possibility  is  not  available,  the  Cross  is  laid  upon 
the  altar  and  covered  with  the  Sosappa,  the  tomb  cover.  Then  all  return 
to  the  Bema.]

Rise  up,  strong  Job;  *  see  the  Saviour 
revealed  today,  *  the  One  shown  you 
once  from  afar,  *  of  whom  you  said 
that  He  is  seen  *  in  the  low  depths. 

Rise  up,  Moses,  *  first  of  prophets, 
and  see  the  Lord  *  of  the  prophets 
who  suffers  from  *  sons  of  prophets, 
as  the  prophets  *  have  predicted. 

Rise  up  and  stand,*  Aaron,  the  priest. 
Behold  today  *  your  corrupt  seed 
which  has  become  *  weeds  and  not  wheat 
as  priests  today  *  in  your  own  field. 
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Rise  up  and  stand,  *  brave  Joshua, 
who  stopped  the  sun  *  and  stopped  the  moon. 
See  they  put  on  *  mourning  darkness 
as  they  see  the  *  death  of  the  Son. 

Rise  up,  Naphak  *  who  sacrificed 
your  sole  daughter;*  and  see  the  Son 
who  now  offers  *  His  very  Self 
in  sacrifice  *  on  Gagulta.

The  St.  Thomas  Christians  used  to  decorate 
the  inside  of  the  church  by  spreading  fragrant  green  leaves.  The  church 
and  the  Cross  in  the  churchyard  are  especially  illuminated  for  the 
Resurrection  celebration.  All  the  faithful  bring  their  own  candles  for 
the  Resurrection  procession.  The  Gospel  Lectionary  is  kept  in  its 
proper  place  on  the  altar.  The  sanctuary  remains  closed  at  the 
beginning  of  the  rites.  Priests  and  other  ministers  vest  themselves  with 
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their  proper  liturgical  vestments,  come  in  procession  to  the  Benia  and 
begin  the  celebration  with  the  necessary r  light.]

The 
celebrant  then  uncovers  the  Cross  buried  on  Passion  Friday,  raises  it 
up,  shows  it  to  the  people  and  erects  it  on  the  left  side  of  the  altar. 
Memnwhile,  all  the  lights  in  the  sanctuary  and  the  Church  are  lit  or 
switched  on,  and  the  whole  community  bows  down  and  adores  the  risen 
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Lord  in  the  Cross.  (Where  it  is  customary,  the  church  bells  are  rung 
and  firecrackers  exploded). 

As  the  Cross  is  erected  on  the  altar,  the  community  begins  to  sing 
the  Resurrection  Hymn,  “Lord  of  all...”  (pp.47...).  Meanwhile,  the 
celebrant  himself  incenses  the  Cross  profusely.  The  deacon  then 
incenses  the  sanctuary,  nave  and  the  community.  After  enkindling  the 
candles  in  the  sanctuary,  the  deacon  passes  the  flame  to  the  community, 
and  all  enkindle  their  own  candles.  When  the  Resurrection  hymn  has 
ended,  the  community  begins  the  Processional  hymn  in  the  Appendix  II. 
As  usual,  the  procession  goes  around  the  church  or  the  Cross  in  the 
churchyard  or  along  the  streets  of  the  village  or  town.  In  front  of  the 
procession  moves  the  deacon  carrying  the  Gospel  Lectionary  together 
with  two  ministers  carrying  lit  candles  on  either  side.  At  the  end  moves 
the  celebrant  carrying  the  Cross,  accompanied  by  two  ministers 
carrying  lit  candles  and  one  with  the  thurible. 

As  the  procession  returns  to  the  church,  the  Cross  and  the  Gospel 
Lectionary  are  placed  on  the  Bema.  The  deacon  then  turns  to  the 
congregation  and  says: 

D:  Brethren,  let  us  now  give  the  peace  to  one  another  in 
the  love  of  the  risen  Christ. 

Then  all  bow  deeply  and  adore  the  Cross  first,  and  then  exchange  peace 
among  themselves.  While  exchanging  peace,  they  say: 

V:  May  the  risen  Lord  be  with  us!  R:  May  the  New 
Life  and  Renewal  be  with  us! 

They  continue  with  the  Qurbana,  reciting  the  prayer  before  the 
Trisagion.  The  four  readings,  prayers  and  hymns  accompanying  them 
are  all  as  in  the  Qurbana  text.

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APPENDIX  III 
Peseha  Meal 

[The  Peseha  meal  is  an  adapted  family  celebration,  which  might  have 
originated  in  the  context  of  the  Jewish  passover  meal  and  the  institution 
of  the  Holy  Eucharist  by  our  Lord.  Today,  this  custom  is  seen  only 
among  the  Thomas  Christians  of  India.  This  reminds  us  also  of  the 
Jewish  presence  in  the  origin  of  the  Mar  Thomma  Nazranikal  of  India. 
By  no  means  should  this  be  transferred  to  the  churches.  The 
Eucharistic  meal  itself  is  the  communion  meal  of  the  parish  community. 

After  the  supper,  the  arrangement  for  the  Peseha  meal  is  done.  The 
special  bread  ( Kurisappam )  and  the  drink  ( Milk )  are  conveniently  set  in 
a  well-prepared  place.  At  the  fixed  time,  all  the  family  members 
assemble  together  ( according  to  the  custom,  the  Christian  neighbours 
are  also  invited),  conduct  the  usual  prayer,  cut  the  bread  and  eat  it 
devoutly.  The  father  of  the  family  officiates;  if  he  is  not  there,  then  the 
mother  does  it.] 

Father  of  the  Family:  Glory  to  God  in  the  highest  (3) 
All:  Amen.  (3) 

Father...:  And  on  earth,  peace  and  hope  to  people  at  all 
times  forever. 

All:  Amen. 

Father...:  Our  Father... (as  at  the  beginning,  pp.  1...) 

Eldest  among  Children:  Let  us  pray,  peace  be  with  us. 
Father...:  Our  Lord  and  our  God,  let  the  adorable  and 
praiseworthy  Name  of  Your  glorious  Trinity  be  adored 
and  praised,  honoured  and  glorified  in  heaven  and  on 
earth,  Father,  Son  and  Holy  Spirit,  forever. 

All:  Amen. 
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Eldest...:  The  Lord  is  my  Shepherd;*  I  shall  not  want.* 
(Qanona)  The  poor  shall  eat  and  be  satisfied*  Those  who 
seek  the  Lord  shall  praise  Him. 

(in  two  choirs) 

The  Lord  is  my  Shepherd;*  I  shall  not  want. 

He  makes  me  rest  in  green  pastures*  He  leads  me 
beside  still  waters. 

He  restores  my  soul.*  He  leads  me  in  the  paths  of 
justice  for  His  Name’s  sake.

Father...:  We  beg  You,  O  wise  Ruler,  who  marvellously 
care  for  Your  household,*  the  great  treasury  which  pours 
forth  all  help  and  blessing  in  mercy:*  look  upon  us,  O  my 
Lord;*  pardon  us,  as  You  are  accustomed  to  at  all  times,* 
Lord  of  all,*  Father,  Son  and  Holy  Spirit  forever. 

All:  Amen. 

Father...:  (exhortation)  My  dear  ones,  the  Peseha  meal 
which  we  are  holding  today  is  a  symbolic  celebration  of 
the  liberation  of  Israel,  God’s  elected  people  of  the  Old 
Testament,  from  the  slavery  of  Egypt,  and  the  liberation  of 
the  Church,  the  elected  people  of  God  in  the  New 
Testament  from  the  slavery  of  sin  through  the  Death  and 
Resurrection  of  His  Only  Begotten  Son.  Our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  instituted  the  Holy  Eucharist  during  the  Peseha 
meal  in  that  night  in  which  He  was  to  be  betrayed,  in  order 
to  be  with  us  till  the  end  of  time  and  to  nourish  us 
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constantly  in  the  New  Life  which  He  gained  for  us  through 
His  death  and  resurrection. 

This  Peseha  meal  is  our  family  celebration  which  our 
forefathers  have  started  to  commemorate  the  Jewish 
Passover  meal  and  the  institution  of  the  Holy  Eucharist  by 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  on  that  occasion,  and  have  handed 
down  to  us.  Whenever  we  eat  of  this  bread  and  drink  of 
this  cup,  the  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  that  we  have  shared 
through  our  father  Mar  Thomma  Sliha  must  be  enkindled 
and  deep-rooted  in  us.  Let  this  Peseha  celebration 
strengthen  us  to  die  daily  for  our  beloved  Jesus  who 
sacrificed  Himself  for  us  and  for  our  salvation.  Let  us  now 
hear  the  narration  of  the  Old  Testament  Peseha  meal  from 
the  book  of  Exodus: 

Designated  Person:  Ex  12,21-28+40-42 

Then  Moses  called  the  elders  of  the  children  of  Israel 
and  said  to  them:  Hasten,  take  lambs  for  yourselves 
according  to  your  families  and  kill  the  Passover  lamb. 
And  you  shall  take  a  bunch  of  hyssop  and  dip  it  in  the 
blood  of  the  lamb  and  sprinkle  the  lintel  and  the  two  side 
posts  with  the  blood  that  is  in  the  basin;  and  none  of  you 
shall  go  out  of  the  door  of  his  house  until  the  morning.  For 
the  Lord  will  pass  through  to  smite  the  Egyptians;  and 
when  he  sees  the  blood  upon  the  lintel  and  on  the  two  side 
posts,  the  Lord  will  bring  joy  to  the  doors  and  will  not 
suffer  the  destroyer  to  come  into  your  houses  to  smite  you. 
And  you  shall  observe  this  rite  and  this  ordinance  for 
yourselves  and  your  sons  forever.  And  it  shall  come  to 
pass,  when  you  come  to  the  land,  which  the  Lord  will  give 
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you,  as  He  has  promised,  you  shall  observe  this  service. 
And  it  shall  come  to  pass  when  your  children  shall  say  to 
you:  What  is  the  meaning  of  this  service?  You  shall  say:  It 
is  the  sacrifice  of  the  Lord’s  Passover,  who  brought  joy  to 
the  house  of  the  children  of  Israel  in  Egypt  when  He  smote 
the  Egyptians  and  delivered  our  houses.  Then  the  people 
bowed  their  heads  and  worshipped  the  Lord.  And  the 
children  of  Israel  went  away  and  did  as  the  Lord  had 
commanded  Moses  and  Aaron;... 

Now  the  sojourning  of  the  children  of  Israel,  who  dwelt 
in  Egypt,  was  four  hundred  and  thirty  years.  And  it  came 
to  pass  at  the  end  of  the  four  hundred  and  thirty  years,  on 
this  very  day  that  all  the  hosts  of  the  Lord  went  out  from 
the  land  of  Egypt.  It  was  a  night  to  be  observed  to  the 
Lord  for  bringing  them  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt;  therefore, 
this  very  night  is  to  be  observed  to  the  Lord  by  all  the 
children  of  Israel  throughout  their  generations. 

All:  Praise  be  to  the  Lord,  our  God. 

Father...:  ( exhortation )  Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  instituted  the 
Holy  Eucharist  in  that  night  in  which  He  was  to  be 
betrayed  because  of  His  love  for  us.

You  nourish  us  in  plenty  from  the 
fruits  of  the  earth;  we  adore  and  praise  You.  Let  Your 
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Holy  Name  be  blessed  through  generations.  You  liberated 
Your  people  who  sojourned  in  Egypt  in  search  of  food 
materials,  through  signs  and  wonders.  You  gave  Manna 
from  heaven  and  water  from  the  rock  when  they  had  to 
wander  through  the  desert.  Your  Son  satisfied  through 
miracles  the  hunger  of  those  who  gathered  around  Him  to 
listen  to  His  words.  He  went  about  Palestine  doing  only 
good.  During  the  Last  Supper,  You  gave  the  Body  and 
Blood  of  Your  Beloved  Son  to  us  as  the  sign  of  eternal 
life.  O  Benevolent  Lord,  have  mercy  on  this  our  family 
which  has  gathered  together  in  Your  Name  and  celebrate 
this  Peseha  meal.  God  our  Lord,  You  who  blessed  the 
houses  of  the  Saints  and  the  Just,  bless  this  our  house  and 
protect  us  from  all  dangers  and  perils;  make  fruitful  our 
toil  and  endeavours;  make  this  our  house  Your  abode  and 
thus  let  us  all  together  render  praise  and  honour, 
thanksgiving  and  adoration  to  Your  glorious  Trinity,  now 
and  always  and  forever. 

All:  Amen. 

[The  father  cuts  the  Kurisappam  into  13  pieces;  takes  each  of  them, 
dips  them  in  the  milk  and  gives  them  to  the  members.  They  according  to 
their  rank  in  age  approach  devoutly,  receive  it  in  the  hands  and  eat  it 
standing.  Then  all  sit  down,  eat  and  drink  the  remaining  bread  and 
milk.  When  all  have  finished  the  meal,  the  following  thanksgiving 
prayer  is  said.] 

Eldest...:  Let  us  pray,  peace  be  with  us. 

Father...:  Our  God  and  Lord  of  all,  the  Creator  of  the 
world  and  most  merciful  One,  we  thank  You  now  and 
always.  Let  the  prayers  of  our  beloved  Mother,  the  ever 
Virgin  Mary,  of  the  Apostles,  especially  of  our  father  Mar 
Thomma  Sliha ,  and  of  all  the  Saints  be  a  help  to  us. 
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Remember  in  mercy  all  our  neighbours  and  countrymen 
and  help  them  in  their  needs  and  necessities.  Forgive  us 
our  sins  and  debts  and  respond  to  our  supplications. 
Father,  Son  and  Holy  Spirit,  forever. 

All:  Amen. 

[All  make  the  sign  of  the  cross  on  themselves  as  they  say  “Amen”.  It  is 
salutary  and  a  sign  of  our  deep  faith  that  we  spent  the  whole  night  or  at 
least  one  or  two  hours  in  prayer.  If  possible,  participate  in  the  Night 
Liturgy  that  is  celebrated  in  the  church.  If  not,  try  to  celebrate  it  at 
home.  Any  way,  we  must  not  miss  the  Night  Liturgy  of  this  particular 
night  in  which  our  Lord  suffered  for  us  even  unto  the  sweating  of 
blood.] 
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
